(CHINESE COURTS IN

ing events. It only confirms 
their forebodings, born of the 
various anticipations of the 
agreement.which have been pub- 
lished in the past week or two. 


Frankly, it must be said that the 
agreement conveys the impres- 
sion of having. been concluded, 
on the foreign side, by men who 
had no first-hand knowledge of 
the Provisional: Court and took 
no advice from those who had. 
And this in fact appears to have 
been the ease. The Count 
were never given an opportunity’ 
to consider the draft. We know 
this from a recent statement by 
the Chairman, Mr. H. E. Arnhold, 
who added’ that he himself and 
Mr. Fessenden, the Director Gen- 
eral, had been consulted, “which 
amounted to the same thing as 
the Council taking part in the 
negotiations.” With all courtesy| 
we must emphatically point out, 
that it is not the same thing. 
We feel constrained to recall 
that Mr. Fessenden, though un- 
doubtedly a valuable servant of 
the community, is still its ser-| 
vant and not a Municipal Coun-| 
cillor; and while we have great 
respect for Mr. Arnhold’s ability, 
in a matter so serious as that of 
the fate of the Provisional Court 
his opinion cannot be admitted 
as representing more than his 
personal views. We regret to 
have to speak thus plainly. But 
the Councillors generally owe 
it to the ratepayers to see that 
what has occurred in this in- 
stance does not become a pre- 
cedent, The .diplomatists con- 
cerned in the signing of the new 
agreement were enabled to re-| 
port, and have no doubt report-| 
ed, to their respective Govern- 
ments that the Council have! 
acquiesced in the scheme, and. 
it is necessary to point out that 
the Council as such never saw 
it before its publication to the 
world. As for the Deputies, 
there is, what we can only call, 
a most unjust tendency in some 
quarters to imply that they were 
principally responsible for the 
troubles in the Provisional Court, 
‘That indignation may hay 
casionally carried them beyond 
the bounds of policy, is con- 
ceivable. But those who know| 
what their experiences were| 
prefer to think of the Deputies 
as conscientious mon, with a 
clear duty to perform, who could 
not keep silence before th 
abuses they saw. Of which in- 
deed there was no lack. 

Under the new scheme there 
will be no Deputies, and one 























may faintly wonder whether 
in 





their official superiors will, 
the upshot, have any the ea: 
time for being relieved of their 
protests. Chinese judges will sit 
alone and it will only be possible 
in certain cases for the Council 
to be represented by a lawyer 
“who may submit to the Court | 
his views in writing during the 
proceedings and who may, if he 
deems necessary, file a petition 
in intervention ‘in accordance 
with the provisions of the Code 
of Civil Procedure.” ‘The nor- 
mal result of such representa- 
tions can but too easily be im- 
agined. One cannot but con- 
trast the method followed in re- 
spect of the French Mixed Court, 
wherein the authorities of the 
Concession, plainly stating that 
they are the people responsible 
for the peace and order of the 
Concession, reserve the right to 
put an Assessor on the Bench 
when they think necessary: And 
for the changes actually vouch- 
safed, the Chinese officials have 
publicly expressed their pleasure 
and thanks. There is no appar- 
ent reason why the foreign 
Ministers in whose hands lay, 
the fate of the Provisional Court 
should not have followed the 
same course in these turbulent. 
and uncertain times. Lest 
should be thought that we take 
too gloomy a view, let us add 
that we do not doubt the good 
faith of Dr. C. T. Wang with 
whom the agreement was con- 
cluded or of the President of 
the Judicial Yuan, under whose 
department the new Courts will 
come. Dr, Wang Chung-hui’s 























reputation stands deservedly. 


high and we are sure that hie is 


as Keen as anyone can be that 
the new Courts should be a 
success. But it is impossible to 
be blind ‘to the fact that the Chi-| 
nese Ministers with whom agree- 
‘ments are made are not the men 
with whom the ultimate power 
rests. The whole system of| 
government exposes their rul- 
ings to revision by some inds- 
finable authority in the back- 
ground and opens the door to in- 
trigue and obstruction. And 
would be the Settlement’s 
jon if Nanking’s enemies, 
or some wave of Communist 
fury, succeeded in overthrowing 
it? We hope that will not hap- 
pen but it is a contingency which 
ought not to be overlooked by 
those who are supposed to care 
for foreign, and Chinese, in- 
terests in Shanghai. 

There is proverbially no use 
in erying over spilt milk. If we 
have dwelt upon the manifold 
weakness of the new agreement 
and particularly on the not easily 
defensible methods by which it 
was reached, it is in order that 
we may show up in stronger re- 
Hief the solitary safeguard it 
affords for the Council as the 
body responsible for the peace 
of Shanghai, and the vital im- 
portance of ‘ensuring that that 
safeguard shall be made operat- 
ive to the fullest possible ex- 
tent. Article VI provides that 
the Council shall supply tha 
men who are to form the judicial 
police of the Courts; and it is 
further agreed that the Counc!l 
shall designate an officer “to 
whom will be allotted by the Pre- 
sident an office on the Court 
premises and who will make an 
entry of all judicial processes of 
the Courts, such as summonses, 
warrants, orders and judgments, 
for the purpose of service 
execution”. No time should be 
lost by the Council in decidin 
what it can and will do under 
these provisions and in making 
known its intentions with no 
uncertain voice, Let us recall 
what happened at the beginning 
of 1927, when the old Mixed 
Court gave place to the Provi- 
sional. No preparations had 
been made on the foreign side; 
no foreigner connected with the 
Court from the Deputies down- 
wards knew what his place wa: 
the result was all sorts of pr 
tensions on the Chinese side, a 
general confusion which might 
have degenerated into something 
much worse. With far greater 
changes in prospect on April 1, 
the Council must be prepared 
and they cannot begin their pre- 
paration too soon. This is not 
@ departmental matter, but a 
vital” question for the whole 
Council with the assistance of 
all the advice of those on whom 
will lie the duty of carrying out 
their decisions, and it is not to 
be ignored that.the Couneil will 
have to make up their mind to 
speak plainly, to leave no doubt 
that they will act firmly, and 
that they will not be content 
with mere diplomatic assurances. 
They are the Government of 
Shanghai, with whom rests the 
supreme ‘duty of keeping law 
and order in the Settlement and 
they can count on the unanimous 
support of ratepayers in making 
it perfectly clear that they will 
fulfil that duty no matter at, 
what cost.. We sincerely hope 
and would fain believe that the 
new agreement will .” work 
smoothly. But the times are too 
critical to allow of any misplaced 
delicacy or waste of time ih 
taking such precautions against’ 
mishap as that agreement per- 
mits.

It is to be presusned then that 
General Yen Hsi-shan regards 
hiniself as the instrument select- 
ed by Heaven to carry a message. 
to General Chang Kai-shek. But 
according to current Kuomintang 
thought, the party alone is the 
instrument for such messages; 
the party is the trustee, the voice 
of the people, the instrument by 
which Governments are made 
and unmad2. 

As a matter of fact, Confucius 
got himself into very serious 
intellectual difficulties when he 
praised the self-abnegation of 
the ancients of the Golden Age 
and also Wen Wang, the founder 
of the Chow Dynasty whose loyal 
servant he was. Here was an 
irreconcilable situation: Con- 
fuelus was opposed to hereditary 
kingship; yet he was the apolog- 
ist for the Chow Dynasty, which 
was hereditary. He, li 
many philosophers since his day, 
then, was forced to conceive a 
formula, which now General Yen 
resurrects, perhaps several cen- 
turies too late. Confucius said 
that Wen Wang continued to rule 
because he did not choose to 
oppose the wishes of the people— 
in other words, he remained an 
emperor in deference to the 
wishes of the people. By cor- 
ollary then, no ruler is legitimate 
uniess he rules by the will of the 
people. And as General Yen 
assumes that General Chiang’ 
does not rule by the will of the 
people, he asks him to abdicate, 

But General Yen's error is that 
he assumes that General Chiang 
is the emperor of China, while 
as a matter of fact the authority 
of the emperor is vested in the 
Central Executive Committee of 
the Kuomintang whose servant. 
General Chiang is. General 
Yen is still thinking in terms of 
Wang Mang and Tsao Tsao, 
when as a matter of fact there 
is an entirely new dispensation 
in China based upon Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen's “Programme of | Na- 
tional Reconstruction,” and “The 
‘Three People’s Principles.” In 
the new system, democratic in- 
stitut may’ not exist, but. 
there is an approach to them. 
There is no emperor ruling in 
deference to the wishes of the 
people, but there is a Central 
Executive Committee, a Central 
Political Council, a State Council 
‘and Five Yuan—these constitute 
the authority of the emperor. 
General Chiang is Chairman of 
the State Council; he is part of 
the entire machine. There 4s 
no sense in General Yen's re- 
quest that General Chiang should 
xo: his request might be that) 
the Central Executive Committee 
should go. But that would mean 
that he opposes the entire system 
of Government, the Kuomintang: 
ideology, the teachings of Sun 
Yat-sen and all that Nani 
represents. The Reorganization: 
ists have never done this: they 
simply question. the legality of 
the present Central Executive 
Committee because of irregular- 
ities in the election of the Third 
Party Congress. in a word, 
General Yen does not begin to 
understand what has happened 
in South China-since 1924. 


And here is the essential fact 
of the whole situation: the North 
cannot understand the South. 
‘The Noth is still steeped in the 
classical ideology . of ancient 
China and cannot grasp the fun- 
damentals of the Kuomintang’s 
effort to establish a modern 
state. We have all been critical 
of the accomplishments of the 
‘Nanking Government but only 
Lone who cannot grasp the signi 
ficance of the twentieth, century 
in Asia can oppose the eforts of 
the Nanking Government. It is

Why is it that foreigners in 
Shanghai are having so many 





They want so 
much more money than the faith- 
ful and hard working “bo 
They are always leaving on the 
darest excuses. They seem to 
be the essence of dissatisfaction. 
‘The answer is a very simple one: 
it never pays a chauffeur to work 
for a foreigner, for the foreign- 
fers are too stingy. There are 
. There are no extras, 
‘except a cumsha at Chinese New 
Years. (Lunar Style.) 
Now, a chauffeur working for 
‘4 Chinese gentleman can easily 
make a young fortune. Every 
time his master goes to a dinner, 
the chauffeur gets a dollar from 
his master’s host. If a Chinese 
gentleman counts for anything 
at all, he should go to at least 
three ‘dinners a night, which 
means that the chauffeur makes 
$3 in cumshas a night. ‘This 
comes very hard on the host: if 
he has asked eight friends to 
dinner and each comes in a 
motor ear, he must pay $8 in 
cumshas to the chauffeurs. If 
the guests are mighty men, they 
carry guards, each of whom gets 
a dollar I knew of a party for 
which the chit amounted to $20 
‘or thereabouts; while the chauf- 
feurs and guards between them 
got $32,

The fact that the 
Couneii will supply the men from, 
whom the Judicial police are to 
be appointed gives them an op- 
portunity to get safeguards in- 
troduced into the operation of 
Clause-VI. It would be nothing 
short of a disgrace if municipal 
police could be employed for 
what, as the clause stands, 
better than legalized kidnapping. 
If the worst came to the worst, 
it might well be necessary for 
the Council to refuse to allow 
the police to arrest an individual, 
unless they were satisfied as 
to the charge against him. In 
this connection, there should be

NOMINATIONS FOR THE 
COUNCIL 
Feb. 25. 

The fact that fourteen nomin- 
ations for the new Council have 
been received is an extremely 
healthy sign. It ig the more 
important, in that this number 
has been attained with a minim- 
um of previous publicity. A 
week ago it seemed as if there 
might be no election at all. Very 
few “letters to the Editor” have 
appeared. There has been no 
press campaign. But ratepayers 
have evidently thought things 
over for themselves and acted, 
One is reminded of the vote at 
the meeting of 1921 on the 
Salaries Commission's report: 
practically no indication of pub- 
lie feeling had been given in 
advance, but, without any speech 
in opposition to the report, it 
was thrown out by an over- 
whelming majority. In the pres- 
ent instance it is known that 
in some official quarters the view 
is held ‘that it would be better 
not to have an election this year. 
Plainly that is not the ratepay- 
ors’ view and certainly it is not 
ours. A very notable ‘feature 
of the nominations is the wide 
range of interests they repre- 
sent, indicating a general appre- 
ciation of the importance-of the 
Council's duties, never indeed 
$0 conspicuous as to-day. So 
far from the public being apathe- 
tic towards municipal affairs, 
they are sincerely interested in 
them. With proper encourage- 
ment and by taking ratepayers 
more frequently into their’ con- 
fidence, the Council might find 
in this interest a weapon of the 
greatest service in the battles 
they have to fight. 

‘To speak plainly, «we believe 
there is a widespread feeling 
needs, new

attitude. There appears. too’ 
great a ‘tendency to compromise 
and smooth things over, which 
merely means more ground lost; 
too much dread of “incidents, 

the surest possible way to pro- 
voke them; and too great (a 
willingness to follow meekly 
where diplomatists lead, regard- 
less of whether they have either 
the right or the intelligence to 
point the way.

ig}sion on the public. We are 


anxious not to be unfair to the 
Chairman and Director-General 
who doubtless acted from the 
best motives. Bat while it does. 
not yet appear that the Council 
knew of what they were doing, 
the regrettable result was that 
the Ministers concerned. were 
enabled to telegraph to thelr re- 
spective Governments that re- 
presentatives of the community 
had been consulted and, inferen- 
tially, had acquiesced in an 
agreement which, from the! 
standpoint of Shanghai's in- 
terests, could scarcely be worse, 
and to which it is an open secret 
the delegates who were suppos- 
ed to have negotiated it acceded 
under duress-from their supe-| 
tiors. Here are matters’on which 
the new nominees for the Coun- 
cil may well ponder. But more 
urgent is it that “the present 
Couneil should take account of 
them without delay in order as 
far as possible to save the situa- 
tion. We make no apology for 
returning to this most vital ques- 
tion. In plain English the Coun- 
cil and the foreign community 
have been “let down,” where no 
such surrender was’ called for, 
by the men who should have 
been most concerned to defend 
their interests. But there are 
a few rights and safeguards of 
which the Couneil can avail 
themselves, if they set to work: 
at once to decide what they will 
do and if they make it clear to 
the. diplomatists that ‘they will 
not allow their rights and 
authority to be further whittled 
away and undermined, 

Part of the badness of the 
new Court agreement is that no 
fone can decide precisely how it, 
is to operate. We do not say 
that without reason. Persons 
who are more concerned in. its 
working than any others have 
professed themselves uncertain 
as to its meaning. For example, 
how will it affect the Council's 
power of patrolling munici 
roads outside Settlement limits? 
What will be the position of the 
waterworks, gas and electricity 
undertakings in respect of 
mains, pipes and cables which 
they have already laid on those 
roads and of which extensions 
Will be needed in future? From 
one part of the agreement it 
would appear that all these im- 
portant interests have been 
recklessly jettisoned; from an- 
other, that they may still be 
saved, This question is bound 
up with a further matter of 
great moment. Not quite two! 
months ago Judge.Feetham was 
brought out here to advise on 
the future constitution of Shang- 
hai... His appointment is not due 
to any foreign Government, 
which indeed could not have 
recommended it. But it is well 
known that both the British and 
American Governments have! 
bestowed “an unofficial -bened! 
tion on Judge Feétham’s engage- 
ment and have expressed a live- 
ly interest in what he has to do. 
Why, then, have the diplomatists| 
in China done their best to eut| 
the ground from under his feet? 
For ‘both the “outside” -roads 
and other matters affected by 
the new agreement are an in- 
tegral part of the whole problem 
on which Judge Feetham-has to 
advise. .

‘A Scare ut Little Evidence of 
Decline 


SSPeOW Our Owx Comzsroxoent 
Hongkong, Feb. 18, 


Some alarm was felt that the 
European and American population 
‘of Hongkong is on the decline. Al- 
‘though there are no accurate statis. 
tics showing the exact numbers of 
‘the foreign population in this Col- 
ony, official circles do not believe 
hat the figures have been on ths 
decline. ‘The ball was started roll- 
ing by a letter appearing in an 
evening paper in which the writer 
asked whether the European popt- 
Jation of Hongkong, and Kowloon 
(excluding the Portuguese and the 
military community) ‘has. dwindled 
‘ag compared with two or three years 
ago. He wanted to know the facts 
in view of the present trade situa- 
ion. ‘The correspondent cited the 
fact that many stores catering to 
‘the European community are doi 
much less business. than they. did 
‘three years ago and that the hotels 
‘and clubs for these people seem to 
‘experience hard times. He felt that 
there has been a gradual but steady 
outgoing of the British and Amer. 
can residents since the strike of

SHANGHAI-NANKING 
MOTOR ROAD 


Feature of Kiangsu Provincial 
Government's Scheme 


A motor-road connecting Shang- 
hai and Nanking is the feature of 
}a scheme of new yoads for Kiangsu 
which has been planned by the 
Klangsu Provincial Department of 
Reconstruction, according to a. Kuo 
‘Min news agency message irom 
‘Chinkiang, headquarters of the 
Kiangsu Provincial Government. 

Starting from Nanking the road 
‘would go southwards through the 
mountainous regions of Kuyung, 
Liyang and Ihsing, a city near the 
southern border of the Province 
‘from where there are roads leading, 
‘to Changhing, Huchow and Hang. 
chow, in Chékiang, and also. to| 
‘Kuangteh, in Anhui—will 
fastwards along the Taihu Lake to 
‘usih, Changshuh, and so finally to 
Shanghai, _ 

‘The whole scheme contemplates 
four trunk  roads—Kwachow-Hsu-_ 
ichow, Shanghai-Nanking, Nantung- 
ichow-Haichow, Haimen-Kiangpu and 
Nanking-Changshuh,

ARCHAEOLOGICAL FINDS 


Carvings on Stone Almost Two 
Thousand Years Old 


Peking, Feb. 14- 

A portion of the classics of Con- 
fueius, earved on stone almost 2,000 
years ago during the Han dynasty, 
has been discovered in a village near 
Loyang, the ancient Han capital, 
and chtained by the National 
Library at Peking, where they are 
now on exhibition, 

This is regarded as the “first 
edition” of the stone classics, and 
of immense historic importance. 
piece recently found is better pre- 
served than any previous discovery, 
served than any previous discovery, 
being oblong in shape and about 12 
by 24 inches in size. It contaii 
120 odd characters, which, accord- 
ing to Chinese history, were written

FROM ADMIRAL TO 
FOREMAN 


Brother of Japan's New Minister 
to China 


Frox Ove Own Contssroxoext 


Tokyo, Feb. 6. 

Every country possesses stirring 
examples of how people, born in 
the humblest of homes and circum- 
stances, have by sheer grit and| 


will-power, raised themselves to 
positions of pride, power and 
eminence. How many, however, 








Rave heard of a case where th 
evolution has worked the opposite 
way and of an admiral becoming 
an ordinary worker in a factory? 
‘This is to be found in the Orient 
where so many things are topsy- 
turvy,, and the individual in ques- 
tion is Rear-Admiral M. Obata, 
brother of Mr. N. Obata, Minister-| 
Designate of Japan to China. 
Rear-Admiral Obata went up the| 
Jadder and then voluntarily chos? 
to come down. He began life as 
machinist’s helper, entered the naval 
‘engineering college later, received a 
commission in the Navy, served 
many years at sea with conspicuous 
‘success, and when he decided to re- 
tire was a Rear-Admiral. On re. 
i he went into business and 
was for some time Director of the 
Sumitome Copper Works, one of the 
largest copper-manufacturing firms 
in Japan, Rear-Admiral Obata, how- 
‘of a rather retiring and, 
Introspective disposition and retired 
to study Buddhism which, he then 
said, furnished him with'a better; 
1d’ more elevating interpretation| 
of the riddle of life. He, however, 
came into public life again and re- 
embraced a commercial career, but 
this time only as a foreman in one 
of the shops he once controlled and 
the very one in which he started life 
‘as a machinist's helper. This is al 
very condensed and conservative 
synopsis of the career of one of] 
Japan's mosb remarkable contem-| 
Porary personages. 
After he had decided to devote his 
time and energies to a proper and 
systematic study of Buddhism, Me. 
Obata lived the life of a recluse and 
many lost all touch with a man who. 
was of more than ordinary impc 
ance in the Navy and who was, at 
‘one time, a figure to conjure with 
in the commercial world of Japan. 
‘Then came serious Inbour unrest 
in Japan and strike after strike. 
His old firm, the Sumitome Copper| 
Works, beeame involved in a dis- 
pute that was growing in acrimony 
as day succeoded day, and, deciding | 
that his services could be useful 
both to the Sumitome company as] 
Il as to his country in the post- 
crisis that Japanese workers| 
were going through, he emerged 
from his seclusion, proferred his 
services as foreman, and succeeded 
in bringing about peace and har 
mony between workers and employ- 
ers.

‘Me. Obata attends office every day 
and may be seen, in a workman’s| 

































































overalls, with sleeves rolled up, 
supervising, directing, advising, 
helping and cheering ‘his fellow 
workers.

Peking, Feb. 12 

‘The first army of tourists to invade! 
Peking this spring bas come and 
gone. The four hundred and two 
“world gindlers;” as they called 
|themselves, went back to their 
palatial finer the Belgeniand, having 
spent four days in what their fold 
ors advertise as the “Tourist Capital 
of the Far East” and declared they 
had “seen everything.” As most of| 
them were taking their first trip 
abroad doutbless they thought they 
had. 
Certainly everything was done for 
their comfort and to give them the 
pleasantest of surface impressions. | 
‘A staff of eighteen people on the| 
boat prepared their minds and purs-| 
es for what they were to see and 
where they were to buy.

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f AN AMBASSADOR OF PEACE 


Favourable Impression Caused by Mr, 


Castle in Japan: 


Unification of American and Japanese Aims 


Tokyo, Feb, 18. 
Castle, Jr,j will leave 
Japan after having’ made a more 
Profound impressien on Japanese- 
American relations than any Amer- 
ican representative here since the 
days of the great earthquake, when 
America stirred the entire Empire 
by her unparalleled generosity in 
yelief work. Mr. Castle, a trained 
Siplomat, hus done for the basi 
framewcrk of technical relations 
what the Hed Cross and other 
American organizations "did for 

intimental relations, He has plac. 
them on « sound footing of un- 
derstanding, 

‘The Ambassador's first important 
speech in Tokyo, before the Amer- 
iea-Japan Sveiety, was hailed by 
seme critics as the most important 
Pronouncement of American policy 
in the Far East for more than a 
decade, While it did not. arouse 
Great attention at the time, because 
‘Gf the absorbing interest in the 
‘Proceedings of the Five-Power Con- 
ference in London, there can be 
little doubt but that it will exercise 
& profound effect on Japanese. 
American diplomatic ‘relations for 
years to come. The time when 
Americans and Japanese suspected 
each other's motives had passed 
definitely, My. Castle said, and con- 
tinued:— 

“Every nation works primarily 
for its own interests, but I know 
of no pair of nations whose interests 
more thoroughly coincide than those 
of Japan snd the United States, 
In endeavouring, therefore, to ad~ 
vance, its own interests, each nation 
ia helping the other. ‘Just as. we 
like to believe that the influence 
‘of the United States on the Amer- 
jean Continent is a guarantee of 
Peace, 80 do we believe that the 
power of Japan in the Orient, 
Power due to the vigour and for- 
‘ward-looking nature of its govern- 
‘ment and people, leads to order 
and progress and peace In the west- 
ern Pacific. “The trade of both 
‘nations reaches out into the world 
=the trade of Japan toward the 
east as well as the west, and that 
of the United States to the | 
‘West as well as the east and south. 
But this trade should never bring 
conflict, because the goods and the 
services of each country are neces- 

ny to the happiness and prosper- 

of the other. 

“There are pessimistic people who 
say that trade will be the eause 
of future wars. They do not mean 
the direct trade between any two 
‘countries, but rather the rivalry in 
sales in a third country, This is 
‘the theme of many alarmists in 
America, Personally, T have never 
had any sympathy with talk of this 
Kind. If world markets were strict 
jy ited, if no expansion were 
possible, bitter rivalry might indeed 
develop, but everyone who knows 
Anything about political economy 
‘understands that the sale of goods 
inereases the demand; that, as more 
and more things become necessary 
for happiness, the people needing 
‘them build up their purchasing 
power through more intensive work 
and through greater production of 
exportable surplus, or through ser- 
vice, absorb ever greater quantities 
of foreign goods. In other words, 
sales inerease all along the line. 
Since the war, for example, the sale 
of American products has largely 
{inoreased throughout South Ame 
ica, but those people who talk about 
the danger of friction because 
American geods are replacing other 
foreign goods are talking nonsense. 
Af these people would study the 
figures, they would find that the 
general volume of trade has increas- 
ed and that all have benefitted in 
equal measure, 

“Even more absurd, it seems to 
me, is the. talk one sometimes hears 
of friction between Japan and 
Ameriea in the development of the 
great potential markets of Chins 
There, more than anywhere clse, 
should there be co-operation in- 
stead of rivalry. Just as we shall 
always work together to advance 
pol y in China, so we 
must. inevitally co-operate in the 
gale of our merchandise. Japan 
needs American raw material to 
manufacture what the Chinese 
want. America needs the gocd-will 
of Japanese traders in Chit 
listribution of Am 
goods. Both must gain if we work 
re as I believe we shall. 


































































“I can see no possibility of fric- 
tion in the growing trade of the 
two nations in all parts of the 
‘world, but only of a fuller under- 
standing and friendship. This is 
particularly true as to China. We 
may differ at times as to the best 
‘method af helping the Chinese to 
attain political and — economic 
stability, but our fundamental aims 
‘are identical—the up-building of a 
Prosperous and contented nation. I 
am sure that all that Baron 
Shidehara said in his address to 
the Diet on the question of China 
vould be most warmly applauded 
in the United States, There are 
times, it is true, when certain Ji 
Panese suapect “the purposes af 
America and when certain Amei 
cans suspect the purposes of Japan, 
but these certain Americans and 
jcertain Japanese are trouble-mal 
ing people. It is our duty to see 
that they shall never instil suspicion 
into the minds of either government, 
thus disturbing the serenity of our 
relations. 

“If however, any dispute should 
ever arise, we have treaties binding 
tus to confer, and, even if full and 
frank discussions’ through diplom- 
Jatic channels should yield no settle- 
ment .satifoctory to both sides, 
we must not forget that both na- 
tions, having objured in the most 
solemn and emphatic manner an 
appeal. to arms in such eireume| 
stances, would continue to. seek 
Peaceful methods for the solution 
Gf the difficulty, For this reason, 
no American of any standing in 
his own country can think of using 
anything except these peaceful 
methods as a means of settleinent. 
The idea is foreign to all American 
thought. Instead of this, we know 
that pence is guaranteed in the 
Pacific, because we know that both 
ins will show in the future the 
same fidelity to national commit- 
ments that they have shown in the 
past. We have no quarrel on the 
‘subject of China, I ean see none 
‘even faintly looming in the distance, 

“So, also, we have common ideals 
in the great problem of limitation 
that the five naval nations are try- 
ps to seltle in London. Japan and 
the United States, I am convinced, 
want not only real limitation but 
‘substantial reduction. ‘The chief! 
Japanese delegate, Mr. Wakatsuki, 

id when he was in | Washington 
that Japan wanted nothing — for 
offence but a navy fully adequate 
for defence. ‘That should be the 
‘aim—that and no more—of every! 
self-respecting nation. 

Anything less than adequate de- 
fence endangers national life; any- 
thing more puts an unjust burden

time increase the danger of war. 
Naval armament needed for the: 
Purpose of national defence must be| 
comparative, not absolute. If all 
the naval vessels of the world were 
sunk, it would not endanger the na- 

ional rafety of any of us, 

‘Naval needs also are dependent, 
on that less tangible but certainly, 
ho less important factor of | trust 
and friendship. We do not carry 
guns to defend ourselves against, 
our friends and, in the 
cordiality of international relation: 
T honestly believe that the big gun: 
of our ships are kecoming less and 
ess important, less and less useful 
as the years go by. After all, the 
main objective in this London Con- 
ference and inthe general diplom- 
atic relations between nations is to 
insure a world in which we may 
confidently plan for peace; in which 
We can develop. our institutions,

“It is always well to Yemember 
that, at this Conference in London, 
whatever is done will be the volunt-| 
ary act of the various nations con- 
cerned. No nation or group of| 
nations ean foree any other nation 
to cut down its navy, because in- 
herent in sovereignty is the right 
of a nation to have any navy it de- 
sires: Each one of us who is will- 
ing to. limit the building of ships

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BURIED TREASURE 
IN PEKING 


“he Search for $40,000,000: 


Fortune of Prince Kung 
Peking Feb. 12. 

‘The repuited existence of a buried 
treasure of $40,000,000 in Peking, 
which has excited various Chinese 
militarists and officials for several 
‘years, has been revived again by the 
action of the municipality in sud- 
denly buying the lumber-yard of 
Hsiang Mu, inside the high walls 
‘of. the ancient capital, Police 
officers have indignantly denied 
Chinese newspaper reports that the 
lumber-yard was bought because the 
‘treasure is believed to be buried be- 
neath it, but nevertheless a heavy 
guard of soldiers has been kept 
‘round the place, and no one has 
‘been permitted to enter. 

‘The story, as revived this time 
fs that an aged eunuch, formerly in 
the employ of Prince Kung, the

DRAMATIC MURDERS 

AT HARBIN 
Georgian Storekeeper and a 
Young Lover 


From Our OWN Connesroxpext 
Harbin, Feb, 16. 

At the end of Inst’ week two 
brutal murders oceurred that have 
set all the town talking. ‘The first| 
took place at the station Erzent- 
sanze within two hours’ ride of| 
Harbin and a very popular summer 
resort. It is well patronized by the 
foreign colony at weekends, in the 
‘warm weather, but the plac 
dead than alive during the winter 
months. The station-buffet and 
store rented out to two Georgians, 
‘one an old man of 60, who could 
serve up excellent Caucasian fa 
has, however, to keep open all the 
yeat round for the convenience of 
train passengers. On the evening 
of tho Feast of Lanterns the young- 
er Georgian returning from Harbin 
by train made his way to the store 
where he found his partner alone, 
the Chinese assistants having beon 
given a holiday. Soon after the 
station employees, who had not 
Jyet quitted the platform though the 
‘train had left, saw three Chinese 
in long gowns going through the 
small garden which leads to the 
store, but did not pay particular] 
attention to them as it was presum- 
‘ed that they were going to buy 
gomething. “A few minutes elapsed| 
when sounds like shots were heard 
coming from the direction of| 
the store which the railway-| 
men thought were crackers being| 
fired, as it was a holiday, 
but" these were followed’ by} 
‘ries. Several of the station work- 
ors ran to the store and there they 
found the younger Georgian lying| 
‘groaning on the floor, shot through 
the head, whilst the older man was 
lying a few paces off also shot 
through the head, but already dead. 
The till had been broken into the con- 
tents taken away, whilst goods in 
the store lay scattered about. ‘The 
‘wounded man was carried out and 
taken to the station but he died 
hour or so afterwards. 

‘As there are no police at this 
small station, telephone messages 
were sent to Imianpo and Harbin’ 
but by the time the police arrived 
the murderers had already dis- 
sppeared.. It appears that the Rus-| 
sian railwaymen wanted to have 
some suspected Chinese arrested

A shareholders mocting of the 
Chi Yu Real Estate Co. was hold 
on February 24 at the Bankers 
Association Building, 4 Hong- 
kong Road. On account of the ill- 
ness of Marquis Li, the Chairman 
of the Board of Directors, Mx. Ex-|

surroundings of ‘the Far East. But 
many of our eases are only those of 
tien who just-need a helping hand.

Dr. Carl Mosberg 
The funeral’ took place on 
February #1, at the Hungjao Road 
Cemetery, of Dr. Carl BMosberg, 





whose death will be sincerely re-| 
gretted by a very Jarge number of| 
people in Shanghai, especially the 
older hands and those addicted to 
mounted sports. Dz. Mosberg had 
been in failing health for several 
years and on February 18 he col- 
lapsed in the street, dying later in 
the General Hospital from — the| 
‘effects of an apoplectic stroke. 

Dr. Mosherg was born in Hager, 
Westphalia, on March 19, 1864, 50 
that he was 66 years of age. As a 
young man he went to the Univer- 
sity of Philadelphia to complete 
his studies in dentistry, and he 
established a practice in Shanghai 
87 years ago. Since then he had 
only once been back to Germany for} 
a holiday.

IN PRICES 


A decision to increase their rates 
by 20 per cent. was reached at a 
special meeting held yesterday by 
the Shanghai Caterers’ Association 
on Honan Road, 

Mr. Wong, secretary of the As 

tion, stated that the increase 
is made necessary by the falling 
exchange, increased duties, higher| 
cost of imported commodities, and 
the higher wage scale.

‘Asked whether the Guild had 
anything to do with the Chinese 
Seamen's Union, Mr, A. Y. Moh, 
the. secretary, said that it was 
entirely a ‘separate organization, 
‘Th¢ Seamen's Union was a national 
dody but the Guild represented, 
‘more or less, local interests. 

“We have a membership of 13 
corporate bodies and some 2,000 
members,” Mr. Moh told our’ ri 
presentative, “and we ascertain be- 
fore admitting persons to member- 
ship whether they are men who 
really. desire to work and work 
honestly, While we are a small 
organization, we are a select body. 
We do not ‘admit loafers or bad 
characters. Our chief aim is to 
prevent unserupulous persons from 
going on board ships and committing 
theft, intimidating the crews and 
demanding bribes. As we chargo| 
‘our members a little fee for our 
services, our services to the owners: 
of foreign and Chinese shipowners 
are free, Howover, I think that the 
ast thing would be for me to give 
you a copy of a declaration which

forthwith, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that’a large amount of materi 
al, including considerable shipments 
of steel and timber had to be im- 
ported from.abroad, the new dock!

ness last month, and has been in| 
constant use since. I would like 
here to express our appreciation to 
both our foreign and Chinese staff, 
by whose efforts the construction 
was carried out 30 expeditiously. 

One advantage arising from the’ 
construction side by side with the 
first dock has arisen from the fact 
that the very fine electric pumps 
installed some few years ago are 
of sufficient capacity to pump both 
docks, and considerable economy 
has, therefore, been effected in the 
saving of pumping plant which 
would have been necessary, had the 
new dock been located elsewhere.

‘one time, the situation showed 
distinct signs of improvement, but 
Tam very disappointed to inform 
you that our hopes of opening the 
yard to business have not yet mater- 
jalized, owing to revived and 
continued opposition. 1 do not for! 
cone moment wish to give you the 
impression that the situation is 
hopeless. Your board hold distinet- 
ly opposite views, and a few weeks 
‘ago we decided to change our policy| 
and evacuate all our staff, except | 
skeleton crew to protect’ our pro- 
perty. This resulted in a very 
changed situation, and there are 
now evidences that the local gentry 
and business people in the district 
are only too anxious for the enter- 
prise to be completed and brought| © 
into being. Tt may have to be con- 
ducted on somewhat different lines 
from those of our original intentions 
and negotiations are now in hand 
for the acquisition of the property 
by a Chinese company. 

I must not, however, encourage! 
you to be too optimistic just yet. I 
‘am sure you all realize the extreme 
difficulty in conducting such negoti 
tions in China to-day, especially in 
districts remote from Shanghai, but 
you can rest assured that we are in 
‘lose and active touch, and I hope 
before long satisfactory arrange- 
ments will have been made to open 
up the business to the mutual bene- 
fit of all concerned. 

T will now ask you to refer to 
the balance sheet.

Accommodated in the spacious 
‘stands and enclosures at the Cani- 
etrome-on February 23, the largest 
erowd ever present ‘at a Rugby 
match in Shanghai saw the U. S.

Recently the Isle of Man was 
linked to Britain and it is expected 
similar developments will take place 
with regard to the Channel Islands. 

It is possible to telephone from 
Great Britain to ships at sea and, 
within a short time, a service wil 
be in. operation between any fixed 
telephone station and the passengers 
on main-line express trains.

‘ourse the terms of rendition will 
be published and we shall know 
where we stand—whether, for - in- 
stance, Lord Balfour’s demand at 
the Washington Conference for the 
proper safeguarding of vested in- 
terests has been met both in the 
spirit and in the letter, 

‘The date for the transfer of the 
Yeaschold, it is said, has not yet 
been fixed, but, if no further hiteh 
‘occurs, there seems no reason why 
it-should not take place in the cur- 
Tent year. So far as the local Gov- 
ernment is concerned, the most 
suitable date would be the end of. 
the financial year, that is, March 
31, Our local pessimist is’ pleased 
to find himself in agreement with 
the official view and, in sardonic 
vein,. declares he can think of no 
Wetter date for hauling down the 
British’ flag at Weihaiwel than the 
first day of April!

Our optimist is not above giving 
a little friendly advice to Nanking.

With such great benefits accruing, 
to China from the retrocession of

It is true that it took Japan 50 
years to put her house in order, and. 
that the (present state of China is 
distinetly chaotic. But modern con- 
ditions demand short cuts: a stroke, 
or two, of the pon, mightier than 
the sword: the serapping of a few 
obsolete documents, euphemistically 
described as “treaties:” and” much 
ean be accomplished.

‘The Year of Horse and Crab: Old Legends Working 
Ever New Misery

Tokyo, Feb. 12. 
Fated, so they are told, to bring| 
Fwoe and misfortunes to their ‘famil-| 
ies and to thelr husbands, many 
‘young Japanese girls are this year| 
‘throwing away thelr lives. 

‘The first of these tragedies oc- 
eurred early in February when the 
body of & young, and pretty Iass, 
clad in rich ono showing’ 
fat she came of goo! family, was 
washed ashore on the beach of the 
popular seaside resort of Kamakura. 
In her long kimono sleeve was 
found a note carefully put in a little 
tin box. It was addressed: “To 
‘tho Cruel Society in which I tive” 
and said: “Hinoé-uma may be| 
iperstition, but to me it is all too 
real as you will now realize from 
‘the misfortune that has . befallen 
me. Others like me are destined to, 
‘g0 through this same agon; 


What is this “hinog-uma?” Tt is 
a cruel and stultifying superstition 
‘that still persists in Japan, even in 
‘those section which pride themselves 
‘on being modern and with having 
out adrift from the erude cults of 
yore. On certain women, particula: 
ly, does the ghastly weight of these 
superstitions fall, due not to any 
fault of thelr own, not to any taint 
of their blood, but to the zodiac 
sign under which they happen to 
be born, 

This year, for instance, is the 
Year of the Horse, according to the 
‘old Chinese chronology which the 
Japanese have taken over bodily 
from China. The Government has 
adopted the Gregorian calendar, but| 
‘the superstitions that go with | the 
ancient chronology persist, due 
Targely because they have’ been 
grotesquely exaggeratéd, through. 
Story, song, folk-lore and social 
tenets, into religious or semi-religi- 
‘ous beliofs.

GETTING TOGETHER AN 
ORCHESTRA 


What Goes to Make It? Jazz 
or Melody? 


The Tientsin Country Club are 
advertising for the services of a 
seven-piece dance orchestra. It 
Jsounds a simple request. But in- 
quiry shows that to get together 
musicians such as are wanted is not 
the casy matter it might appear to 
the layman, 

Mr. “Whitey” Smith, the leader| 

organizer of one of Shanghai's 
kest known orchestras pointed out 
that an orchestra is something more 
than seven men who can play seven 
different instruments. 

The basis of the group tnust be 
Jat least four men playing major in- 
jstruments who are masters of their 
instruments. Around these can be 
added other players and the whole 
must be constantly culled and prun- 
Jed to keep it at top notch efficiency. 
‘These four men are not easy to 

‘There is not a lax moment in the 
life of a player in a leading or- 
lchestra. Not only must he practise 
daily to keep alive the tempo of| 
‘the group until they play like one, 
but he must be always working on 
new pieces, keeping up with what 
is mew in ‘musical scores, and the 
road is not as easy as it may look, 

A popular impression is that. if 
Jan orchestra is eapable of pl 

music it ean easily turn to 
l, but attempts in this 
ction in Shanghai prove the 
futility of the idea. One does not 
have to think hard to recall or-| 
jchestras that could provide the most 
moving concert music during al 
Jdinner, but later were incapable of 
playing anything to which people| 
could dace. 

‘Thus is the choice doubly difficult 
for the hotel or restaurant manager. 
Either he can have classical music 
that will attract people by virtue 
Jof its moving quality, or else he 
jean furnish dance selections that 
‘will attract the nimble-footed. He 
Jeannot do both with the same or- 
jchestra, 

For the past decade the fashion 
has called for dance music, but 
musicians who have been long in| 
ithe business are well aware that 
tastes may change and for that 
reasons they do their best to 
provide dance music that will keep 
people dancing indefinitely. 

With no intention of hurting any. 
one’s feelings, it has-been found 
that the best dance music is provid 
ed by musicians from countries 
are in the van in producing: 
ix. writing and playing music of 
this sort. ‘Therefore, the most} 
popular dance orchestras in Shang- 
hai are built around a nucleus of 
foreigners, whilst musicians from 
adjacent countries take first hon- 
jours in classical productions. 

‘As for the remuneration, this 
varies as much as the music of 
which the orchestras are capable 
An average orchestra of Filipinos 
[draws in Shanghai perhaps $300 per 
month each. For a  seven-piece 
sroup this means an initial expense 
lof $2,100 for a cabaret owner. On 
the cther hand Shanghai’s best 
known orchestra has a monthly 
average wage of five times this with 
other extras thrown in which bring 
it to over $12,000 monthly, 

The figure is not high when one 
recalls that an orchestra of finely 
trained musicians is the gieatest 
drawing card an establishment can 
have. They have a greater sway 
lover diners to-day than chefs. No 
Jone wants to eat a perfect meal 
listening to poor music, but people 
san eat an average meal and, listen 



























































like for the cooking department. 
Tt can be said that people to-day 
eat through the cars and eyes as 
much as through the mouths, or s0 
a well known American scientist 
lcontends. Certainly the idea is 
feasibley if one considers it. 

‘A good dance orchestra is a rare 
jowel. Lovers of the classics in 
‘music know that interpretive groups 
that can put the right fecling in to 
lconcert work that is demanded, are 
jnot too often found. 

And to-day a new worry has come 
to the musician. ‘Tat is the throw-' 
ing out of work of several score of 
concert musicians who have becn| 
employed in theatres w’ 
succumbed to the “talkies.

For snap-shots by the ordinary 
amateur, the best time of day is 
Between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m, prefer- 
ably between 11 a.m, and noon. For 
the rest there are a’ hundred and 
one things to be taken into con- 
sideration—the distance and nature 
of the subject; the sun and. the 
state of the clouds; lights and] 
shades; and what it is desired to 
bring out in the final picture. The 
amateur photographer should make 
a real study of light, not necessarily 
scientifeally, bet ‘of lights and) 
shades. Many things should be| 
given attention; a dark object willl 
need a longer exposure than on:| 
Which refleets the light; the size of 
the stop is of prime importance.| 
Here again the amateur photo-| 
grapher should find a valuablo| 
Buide in the exposure chart in the 
Wttle Burroughs &  Welleome’s| 
handbook. 

One of the best means of study. 
ing the effects of lights and shades 
is in architecture. Very often the 
corner of a building when seen in

bids it. Nature's food is baby's 

and cortainly no mother| 
for any selfish reason would rob her 
baby of this, It is baby's safe- 
‘guard agai and a wonder- 
ful foundation for its future 

















Inregularity and overfeeding are 
the chief causes of the troubles and 
failures which are so disheartening. 
For the first four months, feed baby: 

‘This; 


at intervals of throe hours, 
allows for six regular feods'di 
tho day,, and an eight hour rest. 
From fifteen to twenty minutes 
should be taken for each meal, Fix_ 
a standard of regularity for your 
baby’s feeds, and adhere strictiy to 
it. If he eries in between feeds or 
during the night change him, if 
necessary make him comfortable in| 
his cot, seo that ho is warm, and 
give him a few teaspoonfuls of 
warm boiled water. If this is-done 
he ‘will soon stop waking up.

Go to your doctor at any indicas 
tion that all is not normal and in 
good working order, but, better 
Still, go to him while it is, medical 
societies are urging. Go regularly, 
‘sick or well, for a physical checkups 

In this movement women can be 
medicine's ablest conspirators, they 
say. They may see that their men 
folk do take the couple of hours 
‘off a year in which to be examined 
that may mean to them the dif+ 
ference butween sickness and health, 
Left to their own resources, men 
vsually find themselves too busy to 
ettend to their own good. But with 
a woman's tactful insistence they 
will do it in spite of their own 
apathy.
